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SUBJECT: NDPC SECURITY SURVEYS

1 . DESPITE THE ABSENCE OF A SPECIFIC U.S.-BELGIAN 
AGREEMENT PROVIDING THE BASIS FOR AN NDPC SECURITY 
SURVEY WE AGAIN REQUESTED BELGIAN COOPERATION FOR SUCH 
A SURVEY. IN DOING SO WE STRESSED OUR COMMON INTEREST 
IN PROTECTING CLASSIFIED MILITARY INFORMATION IN CO- 
PRODUCTION PROJECTS (CITING THE F-16 AND THE AIM-9L) 

AND SAID THAT SUCH SURVEYS COULD BE RECIPROCAL (CITING 
THE MAG 58). WE DID NOT REPEAT NOT SAY THAT THE ABSENCE 
OF THIS SURVEY COULD HAVE A NEGATIVE EFFECT ON CO-PRODUC- 
TION PROJECTS AS THIS WOULD ALMOST CERTAINLY HAVE 
PROVOKED A NEGATIVE BELGIAN REPLY AND A DETERMINATION ON 
THEIR PART TO TEST OUR WARNING. 

2. AFTER A PROLONGED CONVERSATION, THE FOREIGN MINISTRY 
AGREED TO PERMIT "DISCUSSIONS" BETWEEN U.S. AND BELGIAN 
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OFFICERS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE SECURITY OF CLASSIFIED 
MILITARY INFORMATION (CMI). THESE DISCUSSIONS WILL PERMIT 
THE U.S. SIDE TO LOOK INTO THE MODALITIES OF BELGIAN 
STORAGE OF CMI, INCLUDING ON SITE VISITS TO BELGIAN 
INDUSTRIES INVOLVED IN CO-PRODUCTION ARRANGEMENTS. SUCH 
DISCUSSIONS WILL BE PERMITTED BECAUSE OF A COMMON INTEREST 
IN THE SECURITY OF CMI, BUT WILL IN NO WAY BE TREATED 
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AS OR MENTIONED TO ANYONE AS AN "INSPECTION" OR AS A 
RIGHT THE USG CAN INVOKE. THE FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS AGREED 
TO CONTACT APPROPRIATE BELGIAN OFFICIALS TO SET UP THE 
PROPOSED VISIT WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK SET FORTH ABOVE. 

3. ACTION REQUESTED: PLEASE CONFIRM DATES THAT U.S. 

TEAM WILL BE IN BELGIUM FOR SUCH DISCUSSIONS AND 
VISITS. OUR LAST INFORMATION (STATE 43835) INDICATED 
APRIL 17-22. PLEASE NOTIFY US OF THE NAMES AND TITLES OF 
TEAM MEMBERS. 

4. COMMENT: WE WILL WANT TO BRIEF U.S. TEAM FULLY PRIOR 
TO ITS FIRST CONTACT WITH BELGIANS IN ORDER TO REVIEW 
BELGIAN SENSITIVITIES IN DETAIL. PURPOSE OF TEAM'S 

VISIT CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK WORKED 
OUT, BUT ANY INDICATION OF A U.S. RIGHT TO PERFORM AN 
INSPECTION IN THE ABSENCE OF AN AGREEMENT, OR ANY USE 
OF VEILED WARNINGS ON THE POSSIBLE CONSEQUENCES TO BELGIUM 
SHOULD IT NOT COOPERATE, WOULD MOST LIKELY LEAD TO AN 
IMMEDIATE BREAKDOWN OF THE DISCUSSIONS AND SERVE TO 
POISON OTHER, AND FAR MORE IMPORTANT, U.S.-BELGIAN 
TALKS UNDERWAY ON POLITICO-MILITARY TOPICS. CHAMBERS 
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
